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In solving the problems of training, audio-visual administrators 
have one of their greatest challenges and opportunities 


A LINE ON A LIST 


@ “Helping others make better use of audio-visual materials” is a line on 
almost everybody's list of major responsibilities for those who administer 
audio-visual programs. It’s in the textbooks; you hear it from convention 
platforms: and every director or coordinator writes “the training of 
teachers” high on his list of duties to be done. 


But for some reason or another, in-service training is the one function 
the audio-visual administrator generally touches lightly, leaves "til last, 
or completely ignores. Maybe it’s because he doesn’t know how; maybe 
it’s because he’s more at ease with machines than people; maybe all 
of his time and attention is given to getting the audio-visual materials

and equipment to be used. 


When one does find the exception to the general tendency to slight 
these problems of in-service training, it too frequently is in the form of 
a formalized course. Such courses do have their place—especially in 
pre-service education for teachers: but it does seem that there must be 
many and better ways-—-ways not yet tried—to get non-users of audio- 
visual materials to use them and to help users use them more effectively. 


In solving the problems of training, audio-visual administrators 
have one of their greatest challenges and opportunities—because so 
little has been done. These problems have too long been neglected and 
left unsolved. We need to know in much more precise terms what “good 
use of audio-visual materials” means; we need to examine more care- 
fully the way materials are being used and to determine causes for sub- 
standard use; and we need to develop new over-all patterns of training 
to assure maximum values from the materials and equipment now in 
use. These problems are worthy of attention, and the time for renewed 
effort is now. 


We've heard of an important but unpublicized Teacher Education 
Conference held in Washington, D. C.. last November. Another took 
place more recently in Chicago. Perhaps the most important session of 
the coming Atlantie City meeting of DAVI is the one scheduled to dis- 
cuss “Developing Standards of Teacher Competency in Audio-Visual 
Education.” 

It appears that from this concentrated deliberation we can expect 
much more than just a new outline for an audio-visual course. If a broad 
and practical plan of action does result, every person in the audio-visual 
field should be ready to find his place in the plan and plan his part in the 
activity. 


“Helping others make better use of audio-visual materials” must 
vecome more than a line in a list of neglected duties.

With goals and teacher wants identified, then we 
can consider how an in-service training program can be 
set up or implemented. 


Goals and Wants 

Of course we want teachers to have general know! 
edge and understanding of the field of audio-visual 
materials and to keep up to date, but our objective is 
improved teaching. Something more than content and 
information is necessary. For example, attitudes toward 
improvement are important. Teachers should have a 
deep personal interest in the job; a recognition of the 
need for a certain uniformity in procedure and yet an 
alertness to ways of improving methods ; an awareness 
that improvement means change and yet a fearlessness 
of constructive change; an understanding of the need 
for, and a willingness to acquire, knowledges and skills 
in effective classroom use of audio-visual materials. 

The normal and natural wants of teachers, over and 
beyond remuneration and security, cannot be ignored, 
either. The teacher wants to be respected as a person; 
to be regarded as a responsible member of the team ; to 
experience satisfactions in his work; to receive recogni 
tion; to have his ideas welcomed; to be thought im 
portant enough to be included in planning and carrying 
on a program. 

These are natural, fundamental, universal desires of 
human beings. They are the foundations of good morale, 
of interest, of lift, of drive. To recognize the importance 
of these natural desires calls for an awareness on the 
part of the director that such desires are existent, are 
not to be ignored, and can be used in developing a 
strong, forward-looking teaching staff. 

Too much cannot be said for giving people the oppor 
tunity for self-expression and participation in the plan 
ning of a program. All will not respond equally, but 
the growth process is given a chance to operate within 
the climate of such opportunity. We know well that 
the denial of these satisfactions discourages initiative 
and desire for growth. 

Responsible participation in planning to the limit of 
a person's capability not only brings a sense of satis 
faction but it converts a director’s program into a staff 
program. There is a heightened interest on the part of 
an individual in the success of a program which that 
individual has helped construct It is then his program 

his program to support and carry out 


Implementation 

The starting point in an in-service training program 
is an interest and a willingness on the part of the dire: 
tor to take the time and provide the faciities for its 
establishment. We must not gloss over this point 
Interest is one thing; but standing firmly behind train 
ing etforts is something else, .\ teacher-training pro 
gram does take time away from the routine duties of 
the day. Time siphoned off from routine is the greatest 
objection to overcome. When pressures mount in. the 
load carried, it takes loyal faith in the virtues of a train 
ing program to hold the line. There are temptations to 
postpone and to encroach upon the training program in 
flavor of seemingly more pressing luties 


The spirit and approval behind in-service training 
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must rest with the superintendent, but for the immediate 
leader someone on his staff must be designated; the 
director of curricular materials is the logical person 
professionally to step into this role. 


Five Kinds of In-Service Training 

(1) OrrentatIon TRAINING. One form of in-service 
training is the orientation of new members of the teach- 
ing staff. During the first week or month of service, 
there is an opportunity to expose newcomers to the 
scope of the department's field ofswork. 

The superintendent’s meetings with new teachers, 
before the opening of school, offer opportunities for 
the director to present the scope of audio-visual mate- 
rials available and information on the functioning of 
the department. Here the director and the department 
are on trial, in a sense, and the presentation ought to 
be seriously considered and well planned. The orienta- 


tion program, crowded as it is into a few days, is a full 


one for the newly employed teacher. Remarks ought to 
focus on the purposes and breadth and the interesting 
features of the program rather than on routine and 
drab details 

(2) Groupe MeetinGs. Meetings of grade-level, sub- 
ject-area, principal and coordinator groups are instru 
mental in in-service training. Meetings, however, can 
be set up for different purposes. 

The meetings with principal and coordinator groups 
may be confined to discussions of policy, of curriculum 
coordination of materials, of the part these groups can 
play in the improvement of instruction through the 
use of audio-visual materials in the classroom. While 
instructions in themselves may constitute a part of these 
meetings, many additional learning values are intro- 
duced if principals and coordinators are encouraged 
to discuss freely any and all matters presented 

Meetings of grade-level and subject-area groups are 
of extreme importance in the training program. Here 
matters of curriculum materials and their effective use 
in the classroom probably should receive the greatest 
emphasis. After all, the end product of the whole train- 
ing program should be effective use of materials in the 
classroom. Matters such as grade or subject-area 
assignment of materials, distribution and selection of 
materials for purchase or rental can also be discussed 
profitably. 

\nother valuable type of meeting is the ‘“informa- 
tional meeting,” planned for the purpose of enlarging 
the entire staff's horizons on present-day activities and 
new developments in the audio-visual field. This type 
of meeting might well be held with all the groups re- 
ferred to above. E-.xports outside the local school system 
may be brought in to present recent developments in 
materiais and equipment 

The seminar type of meeting serves still a different 
purpose. It is neither a group conference nor an infor 
mational meeting ; it is a meeting in which individuals 
are chosen to prepare original material and to lead dis 
cussions. Such oceasions provide the opportunity and

HE UNIVERSITY OF MINNEsSOTA’s Audio-Visual 

Education Service today serves two campuses and 
23,168 students. During the 1949 spring quarter, 
over 2669 “man booking hours” were registered by 
this Service. To supplement the system of permanently 
installed equipment and equipment on long-term de- 
posit, the Service maintains an equipment pool that re 
quires some sort Of transportation. 

Materials and equipment are assembled and routed 
from the Service's centralized location ine Wesbrook 
Hall on the main campus in +Minneapolis. Several 
years ago projec tionists wrestled equipment around the 
three hundred acres of the campuses by hand and with 
the antiquated cart shown in the center picture. The 
agricultural campus, located about five miles from the 
main campus, in St. Paul, was reached by the projec 
tionist’s personal car or the imter-campus_ streetcar. 
Carrving a lomm sound projector from one room to 
another is difficult in itself, but to carry one a mile or 
more is certainly a back-breaking task. 

lhe audio-visual technician, C. McCallum, and senior 
audio-visual engineer, |... Bauck, combined talents to 
design and build an equipment cart that would partially 
solve the transportation problem. First a model was 
built and soon the first cart became a reality. The fin 
ished product is shown in the top and center pictures.

Fhe cart proved successful in most instances and 
immediately five more were planned. As shown in the 
entel picture, the new cart was quite all nnprovement 
over its predecessor.

3. To provide a medium for the in-service educational growtl 
of teachers and for general parent education. The possibilities of 


this area, untapped as yet, may in the long run prove the most 
important.

4. To provide for a comprehensive evaluation of teaching 
materials as the most important step in developing a_ basic 
library of tapes at all grade levels and in all subject matter 
areas. Good materials can be permanently retained. Poor mate 
rials will be revised and re-evaluated or dropped In this w ay 
a wealth of materials pertinent to our state and local curriculums 
can be developed to a point where definite recommendations are 
possible 

5. To secure statistical evidence as to the cost of rendering 
recording services to schools on a state-wide basis and a knowl 
edge of techniques by which radio materials can best be 
gathered, selected, circulated, and evaluated 

The program has been under way too short a time 
to draw any more definite conclusions than the follow- 
ing : 

1. Such a program can be conducted on a state-wide basis 
at a reasonable cost 

2. Programs of great worth are availabl 

3. Teacher interest at all levels can be developed 

4. School administrators find the purchase of tape recoftding 
equipment a sound investment made with no great budgetary 


difficulties, especially in the medium-sized school. In urban 


schools, where large sums would have to be | d, it is 
still necessary to tap PTA and like sources for such acquisitions 
Experiments in rural one-room school situations have not as 
yet reached a point where conclusions can be made 
5. The development of an extensive program of use takes time

6. The value of the cooperation and understanding of audio 
visual dealers in publicizing the advantages and operation of 
a recording program cannot be overestimated.

In addition, the Speech Department has a radio with courses 
in theory and workshop and an FM station which broadcasts 
student-planned programs from 6 to 10 each evening.

This seminar has been offered three years and each year has 
had a working group. The first semester of each year, the class 
organizes as a production unit and works on a single project 
cooperatively. The second semester each student does an indi- 
vidual piece of original work 

The specific purpose of this seminar is to help public and 
church school teachers, and other community leaders, visualize 
elements and units of their own programs. In no sense is it a 
training center for commercial or prospective commercial users 
of visual media 

One of Lindhorst’s recent seminar groups undertook 
the production of a set of Kodachrome slides designed 
to introduce teachers to audio-visual education mate- 
rials. Much of the shooting was done in the San Joaquin 
County Audio-Visual Services Center. The story for 
this unit centers. around a teacher who was confronted 
with the task of teaching a seventh grade unit on Africa. 
She comes across a letter from the audio-visual center 
calling attention to the services available. At the center 
she finds many materials ready for use. The center 
guides her in making others. This experience brings 


At the audio-visual center, the teacher's attention was drawn to 
the importance of the non-projected visual resources available for 
her study unit on Africa (from the slide set designed to introduce 
teachers to audio-visual materials). 


a change in her interest in the unit and a very noticeable 
change in her school room. 

This report indicates significant growth along one 
line in one college. This department would welcome 
other reports, especially those telling of colleges where 
audio-visual materials and methods have been employed 
in teaching the regular courses of the curriculum. 





Needed Points of Quality in Church Films 


by HARRY J. KREIDER, Ph.D.* 


CHURCH Fi!LM should be used in a churchly 
A setting. It deserves this if it has a good mes 
sage. Furthermore, a churchly setting will enhance its 
message. The best in churchly setting is a church serv 
ice. The service may be ever so brief, but it gives the film 
a dignity that it would otherwise not have. But if we 
are to dignify such films with a churchly setting, serious 
consideration should be given to making church films 
more acceptable for church use. Some points for con 
sideration follow 

A church film should give assurance of sincerity as to 
its contents. Many biblical films obviously need supple- 
mentary material because the original episode in the 
Bible is too brief. But whatever is added must har- 
monize with the original biblical account and be some- 
thing that mav readily have happened. 

A good example of this is in the new Cathedral films 
on Paul’s conversion and preparation for his ministry 
In the persecution in Jerusalem, Paul causes the death 
of an aged Christian in the presence of the latter's 
daughter and her fiance. The young people escape arrest 
and find shelter in Damascus. After Paul’s conversion, 
he himself finds it necessary to flee, and he is aided by 
the same two young people. Such an addition to the 
biblical account is in good order, for it is wholly 
character and ably depicts in an unforgettable way both 
the terribleness of Paul's unconverted zeal and the 
exalted Christian principle of returning good for evil

Church films should always seek to teach. To do that, 
they should not be too long (20 minutes is a good 
length; 30 minutes should be the maximum) ; they 
should tell their story simply and with a minimum of 
principal characters (some films are overloaded with 
characters or have too many episodes, and as a result 
are dreadfully complicated); they should visualize 
God’s truth better than mere words or still pictures can 
do; and they should inspire greater zeal to practice that 
truth. 

Church films might broadly be classified into biblical 
episodes, biographies, and general. In the first group, a 
film like Jairus’ Daughter (Cathedral) has qualities 
that give it high rank. It has dramatic scenes, yet they 
exist not for themselves but only to portray better the 
greatness of the Christ. 

An unusually good biographical film is Mary Reed 
(American Mission to Lepers), which is an excellent 
example of a great story told simply and with a mini- 
mum of characters. The story sticks with you and stirs 
vou to the conviction that alongside this great saint you 
have a long way to go. The film, however, might have 
been more effective for church use if it had been kept to 
a half hour in length. 

Among the films on general church topics, Thy Will 
Be Done (Cathedral) is an excellent example of a 
gripping missfonary story that teaches effectively the 
truth of its. title and leaves vou with a feeling that the 
doing of the will of God comes home definitely to each

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Church films would be far more effective if they told 
only the story and omitted credit lines. Credit lines are 
expected In a movie house, but they are unnecessary 1n 
the church. When a beautiful solo is sung in a service, 
how irritated we would be if someone stood up to give 
the names of writer, translator, composer, soloist, 
organist, and choir director! 

Church - films would have greater dignity if mor 
churchly music were used. The orchestration fora 
church film appears to be little if any different from 
that for a film in a movie house. How much more accept 
able a church film would be if more of its music were 
distinctly churchly 

An excellent example of this is the American Bible 
Society’s film on the Nativity. The story itself moves 
too slowly and in spots is dull. But in spite of that there 
is inspiration because the background music of Christ 
mas carols is so effectively done. The same is to be noted 
in the Mary Reed film. Its normal background musi 
has the usual lack of inspiration to it, but when the 
hymn “He Leadeth Me” is used in one of the scenes, 
sight and sound grip you as sight alone cannot do 

Producers should consider seriously how much more 
effective their films would be if the background musi 
were more churchly. After all, their market consists of 
the churches. Why not then produce films that will be 
perfectly acceptable in the church, especially in a church 
service? At the present time we have to use a churchly 
setting to get the most out of the films. Shouldn’t the 
films contain that which will create their own churchly 
setting ? 

Church films should always be accompanied by a 
good guide on how to use them. Most of us are amateurs 
in the use of this powerful new teaching tool of the 
motion picture. Those of us who have some skill feel 
that producers are missing a great opportunity when 
they release a film without a good guide. When a church 
uses a film ineffectively because of lack of know-how, 
there is dissatisfaction. Such dissatisfaction can hardly 
result in other than a lesser use of films. That does not 
help the producer. 

These points are serious to the church. We wish 
devoutly that all producers would consider them in 
that light. The more heartily films are commended and 
used, the more both the church and the producer will 
gain.

Needs: The countries on the whole have an urgent need 
for information concerning production, acquisition, distribu- 
tion, and use of educational films and of low-cost equipment 


Recommendations: The Commission recommends: 


1. An international information service on available edu 
cational films, the use of audio-visual material in funda 
mental education, equipment, a system of classification for 
films, periodical lists of films that have been evaluated by 
accepted standards in member countries 

2. An international library of publications, scripts and 
sample films 

3. Information for teacher training, such as a bibliography 
and possibly the production of films that show teacher train 
ing, the use of educational films and of equipment 

4. Seminars and local teaching aids centers

The Secretariat of UNESCO has been trying to carry 
out the recommendations made in each of these reports, 
within the limits of its facilities.

(3) Group PartTiciPATION IN SOLVING PROBLEMS. 
\n in-service training program cannot rest wholly on 
meetings. There is also the learning experience that 
a small group of persons may derive from delving into a 
specific problem, Here is an opportunity for several 
teachers, principals, or_,coordinators to work together 
in developing new techniques or in seeking bases for 
forming new policies. This may call for an analysis of 
use or distribution records or of available materials and 
equipment in the light of curriculum needs. 

It is in such special studies that a group learns the 
value of consultation. Many studies will call for team- 
work. An evaluation of the use of audio-visual materials 
in the schools could well be a joint project of teachers, 
principals, and coordinators. Again, the whole field of 
curriculum materials and equipment could well be 
appraised by such a joint group. 

Perhaps the most important outcomes, however, 
from the problem-solving method come through partic- 
ipation in working on a problem. Subtle changes are 
developed in the attitudes of teachers who hitherto had 
seemed impervious to changes by other methods of in- 
service training, such as lectures, seminars, and insti- 
tutes. 

(4) Demonstrations. Still another method of in- 
service training that yields good returns is the demon- 
stration. A demonstration center for teaching purposes 
may be established in which a small group works to- 
gether in setting up new procedures and trying out new 
ideas. As these practices prove their worth in the 
hands of a few, their usefulness may be extended by 
carrying them to other teachers through faculty meet- 
ings or otherwise. 

(5) Day-to-Day IN-Servict

training through meetings, seminars, special projects 
for group work on problems, and demonstrations. But 
objectives of in-service training can be cultivated also 
in a less formal manner by the relationships established 
between the director and the teaching staff. As the 
director visits teachers in their classrooms to observe 
firsthand the use of curriculum materials, opportunities 
for discussing individual problems are always present.

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Victor WY 385), an album which will appeal to third and 
fourth grade students as well as to some of their precocious 
younger sisters and brothers. The story is well told, the 
parts of all the characters well portrayed. Cliff Edwards, 
serving as narrator, carries the story along at an even pace 

The records are well suited to school use. Their chief value 
is for entertainment purposes. The alert teacher can expect 
children to sing some of the catchy tunes presented on the 
discs, to tell stories, to participate in simple dramatizations, 
and perhaps to attempt visual expressions of their impres- 
sions 

Dumbo (RCA-Victor WY 382) is a moderately interesting 
album suitable for younger school children. It does not, 
however, have the same appeal as does “Pinocchio”. Shir 
ley Temple is a capable narrator, but the presentation lacks 
punch and conviction. Solely for entertainment purposes, 
the album is suitable for kindergarten and first grade stu 
dents, 

rhe “Little Nipper” series offers a utilization technique 
to those who wish to teach reading through aural stimula 
tion. In “Pinocchio”, the complete ‘spoken script accompa- 
nies the records and the child has no difficulty following the 
story, as it is heard, in the printed form. The jacket for the 
“Dumbo” recordings is illustrated but does not contain the 
complete script 


@ PLAYING COWBOY is still a favorite pastime with 
young boys of the intermediate grades. The record The 
Cowboy Rides the Range (Allegro Junior 24) presents five 
songs that cowboys (age 7 to 67) enjoy singing around the 
classroom or campfire to the accompaniment of a guitar. The 
songs are “The Old Chichelm Trail”, “Red River Valley” 
“Home on the Range”, “Billy Boy”, and “Green Grow the 
Lilacs” 

The record “The Cowboy Rides the Range” is suitable 
for school use and does not contain material which detracts 
from the educational value of the listening experience. This 
record deserves the general rating of “good” and will be 
useful for stimulation and for enjoyment in the fields of 
singing, music, and to some extent in the social studies. If 
you want to encourage hearty group singing of well known 
and loved tunes, this record offers a stimulating device. 

Younger children will enjoy The Great Big Parade ( 
legro Junior 25), which partially fills a need for good kinder 
garten marching records. Children do respond wholesomely 
to these compelling marching rhythms. This record may be 
used to help the children “let off steam” under supervision 
and in organized play. The record is suitable for school use, 
is no more brassy than is anticipated in any such record, 
and can be used in the kindergarten and first grade for 
rhythm work

Your movie fiilm is put into the Movie-Still unit (cutting is 
not necessary) and the unit is placed over the camera lens 
while an exposure is made. The roll is then developed, and 
the prints are ideal for wallet or album. Enlargements suit- 
able for framing can be made of particularly desirable 
pictures. 

The full area of the still camera is not used, but the larger 
the film, the larger the finished negatives will be. Any 
camera of 120 size or larger will give prints of satisfactory 
size for album or wallet. 

Cameras of 116 size will give negatives of 2x 1'/2, jumbo 
prints of 3x 2'/4. Camera of 120 size will give negatives of 
1 9/16x1 1/16, jumbo prints of 27% 1%. Reflex cameras 
are suitable but will give slightly smaller negatives; 35mm 
cameras are not recommended because of the tiny film size. 
Larger cameras will give proportionately larger negatives.

Film Research Service 


In the field of 16mm films and other audio-visual aids no 
international clearing house’ exists, but the Film Centre, 34 
Soho Square, London, reports that during its twelve years o/ 
existence it has assembled a great volume of knowledge and 
experience from all over the world 

To organize this specialized knowledge, a research unit was 
established in 1948. The Unit has conducted the first world 
survey of the use of mobile cinema and radio vans in “funda 
mental education”; assisted in the production of a symposium 
for UNESCO on the popularization of science through film; 
begun the production of five brochures on the use of films and 
filmstrips in fundamental education; and begun the production 
of a brochure describing how films can be obtained inter 
nationally and from what sources they are available 

In the hope of being able to extend its services, the Unit 
has now been established on a commercial basis and offers sub 
scribers to its services general and technical information on 
audio-visual materials, production, distribution, audiences, ete 
in all parts of the world 


VE in India—Introducing NEIF 


One of the great visual-education problems in India 
has been the lack of suitable films, especially films in In 
dian languages and with Indian background. To fill this 
gap, a national film organization has been created, The 
National Education & Information Films Limited (NEIF) 
will produce, distribute, and exhibit educational films 

NEIF has made arrangements to render suitable films 
from all over the world into Indian languages. It will pro 
duce special entertainment films for children and will establish 
special Child Theatres, much needed in India since a recent 
act prohibits children from seeing films made for adults 

The Child Theatres will also serve as training centers 
for teachers and operators of mobile film units and as
